easily served In a variety of ways 


when reheated or served 
as leftover as chicken. 


One of the commonest 


and best-liked dishes Is 
chicken salad. This nay 
be served using cold 
minced chicken as the 
base,

chopped apple, a handful 
of shredded almonds, a 


few shreds of greec pepper, celery cut 
Into dice, and all mixed with food sea- 
soned dressing.
